In Marge sections of South Dakota, 
where it was supposed ‘that good rains had - 
assured more than half a crop, farmers do 
not expect to harvest enough for seed.

of damage run from 50 to 80 per cent, 

The estimate for the entire State runs as

This would explain why nothing has been 
received from any of the foreign Ministers 
at Pekin since June 10, if that, was the date 
of their departure from the Chinese capital. 
Officials regard today's news as comfort- 
ing to a certain degree. It had been feared 
that Minister Conger and other foreign repre-. 
sentatives at Pekin had been killed, and 
grave fears. were also entertained for the 
relief column under Seymour. While the 
dispatches ef today show them to be in a 
perilous position, hopes are entertained that 
the allied force of 2,000 that left Tien Tsin 
on the 25th will relieve them and that the 
combined forces will get back to Tien Tsin 
‘In safety. 

The Pekin force spoken of by Kempff was. 
the legation guard and consists of about 400 
marines and bluejackets, fifty-eight of which’ 
are Americans. The Pekin relief expedition 
is composed of 2,500 foreign troops under Ad- 
miral Seymour of the British navy, and with 
which is Captain McCalla of the Newark 
and 100 American marinés.

With the reecue of the foreigners from 
Pekin it is said the danger of a general war 
in China is somewhat lessened. are 
withholding judgment on the Chinese gov- 
ernment, however, until they learn direct 
from the Ministers just what treatment was 
accorded them by thé imperial authorities. 
What the Ministers have to report on the 
situation in Pekin will latgely shape the 
future action of the powers. It has not been 
demonstrated as yet that the Chinese govern- 
ment is not directly responsible for some of 
the acts of violence which have been com-. 
mitted against the foreign troops. © 


‘McKinley Is Optimistic. 
The President was optimistic today and 
to visitors expressed confidence that the sit- 
uation in China would goon be under con- 
trol. He entertains the belief that the worst’ 
had been passed and that order and safety 
to Americans will soon be restored, 
Some of his official advisers, however, still 
view the situation as grave and full of 
| danger. The hopefulness of the President 
has not interrupted preparations for military 
operations. Both army and naval officials 
were busy today getting ready for whatever 
| service may be demanded, 

Important conferences were held today be- 
tween Secretary Hay and War department 
officials as to the employment of the Ninth 
Regiment after it reaches China. Colonel 
Liscum’s orders were to go,to the relief of 
the American Legation at Pekin and to 

peport to the United States Minister at that 
place. If Mr. Conger and other Americans 
whose lives were jeopardized at the Chinese 
capital shall have reached the protection of 
American warships by the time the Ninth 
reaches China a different situation would 
present itself. 


Looking to the Future. 

If other Americans in China are in danger 
at other points in China an excuse would be 
given for sending’ American troops within 
the Chinese empire, oth the quéstion 
arises with officials here as to their full 
rights in the matter. If United States sol- 
diers are sent into China to do police duty 
it would amount to aiding the Chinese gov- 

ernment in restoring order, and it is argued 
that in so doing this government would be 
proteeting American’ interests, and thus be 
justifed. In sending General Chaffee to 
China to take charge of whatever troops may 
be sent there the administration is looking 
to the future and is preparing to place this 
government in a position where it can re- 
quire the powers in ultimately determining 
the Chinese question to guarantee the equal 
trade rights of this country. 


‘Limit of Present Policy. 7 

But the troops now in China or en route 
there are for the immediate relief and pro- 
tection of American citizens. The adminis- 
tration policy im dealing with the Chinese 
situation may be summed up as follows: | 

First—To give immediate relief to Ameri- 
cans in China whose lives are now in jeop- 

Second—To afford protection to Americans 
and American interests in China until order 
is restored and this safety is assured. 

Third—To prepare to protect American 
trade rights if the dismemberment of China 

Fourth—To seek no territory in the event 
of partition, but to demand absolute guaran- 
tees of equal commercial privileges and not 
extend the United States sphere of influence 
beyond the Philippines. 


Shun Political Phases. 

Administration officials do not to 
template the political aspect’s of the Chinese 
| situation that may result from military 
operations. It is asserted that the govern- 
ment will make no demand for territory, al- 
though its commercial interests in the far 
East will demand that the United States 
closely watch the progress of events, and 
should the powers decide to divide China or 
to establish a joint protectorate require of 
the powers a treaty agreement that will in- | 
sure protection to American commerce.

Jersey coast, exploding the naphtha tank 
and setting fire to the boat. 

It knocked off seventy-five feet of the giant 
flagpole-of the Amertean Tract Soclety 
Building, sending great pieces of wood tum- 
bling down 300 feet into crowded Nassau 
street. By a miracle no one was ¢ven™ 
scratched. 

It ae 4 big flagpole on a Harlem - 
livery stable and made the horses mad with 
Damage to Property. 

' ‘The storm was a regular tornado in the 
vicinity of Bayonne, N. J., ripping up trees, 
whipping off big limbs and branches, cutting 
chunks off of houses, and then leaping over 
the battery and a portion of Brooktyn, iit- 
ting the earth again at North Beach, where 
it did much damage. 

Early tn the day the heat was of the killing 
order. Two men died, and a large number 
of persons are prostrated.

Picture Is Removed. 


‘MAKE NOMINATIONS TODAY. 


The National Prohibition convention 
adopted a single isstie platform at the First 
Regiment Armory last night and will nom- 
inate its ticket for President and Vice Presi- 
dent this morning. The ticket probably will 
be John G. Woolléy of Illinois and H. B. 
‘Metcalf of Rhode Island, As a sop to the 
suffragists, a resolution was adopted in favor 


of equal suffrage, but the platform itself ts - 
silent on the subject. 


Chief Point in Platform. 


The platform adopted is lengthy. It cen- 
sures the President of the United States and 
his administration. The aetion of the party 
in power in permitting the maintenance of 
the army canteen is pronounced “ treason- 
able nullification ” of the rights of the Chris- 
tian people. It severely criticises the Pres- 
ident for serving wine in the White House, 
and charges him with injuring the cause of 
temperance and prohibition more than any 


President that ever filled*the office. It pro- 


claims both parties to be in the control of 
the rum power, and continues with the usual 
declarations of the party. 

The reference to President McKinley 
comes fn the third division of the platform 
and is as follows: 

THE PRESIDENT ARRAIGNED. 


Wa charge upon President McKinley, who was 
elected to his high office by appéals to Christian 


sentiment and patriotism almost unprecedented 


and by a combination of moral influences never be- 
fore seen in this country, that. b¥ his conspicuous 
example as a wine drinker at public banatets, and 
as a wine-serving host in the White House, he has 


done more to encourage the Hquor business, to 


demoralize the temperance habits of young men, 
and to bring Christian practices and requirements 


into disrepute, than any other President this re- 


public has had.
